BAHIA HONDA TAKEN. 


Ills Garrison Surrenders to the Cuba 


Insurgents. 


HAVANA, April 13, via Key \Yest.-Tl 


important toivn of Dahla Honda, near th 
•lite bay of that name on the northern 
•coast of the province of Pinar del Rio, has 
:tjecn destroyed by the Insurgents, after an 
engagement which resulted In the surren- 
der of the garrison. After taking Bahii

and when it had. been reduced to ashes re- 
lircd to the interior. The news is care- 
fully concealed by the censor at Havana,

Bradford's famous history, after having 


remained In manuscript for more than 
200 years, was printed from" the original 
In ISoS, anil a copy Is to be found In the. 
collections cf the. Massachusetts Historical 
society. The preface of Charles Heane, 
the editor, says: 


"It Is well known to all.students of our 


early aunals that Gov. Bradford wrote 
and left at his decease a history of this 
colony, and that this, whlcu was never 
published, was freely used by Morton in 
compiling his memorial, first published iu 
ICt]?, and, subsequently, by Prince and 
Hntchinson. In the preface to the first 
volume of his annals, 173&, Prince clles as 
one ot his manuscript authorities 'Gover- 
nor Bradford's History of Plymouth Peo- 
ple and Colony, from 1G02 to the end of 
1G-1I>, in 270 pages, with sonic account at 
the end of the Increase of those who came 
over vs'ith him, from 1620 to 1G50, and all 
In his own handwriting.' 


"Governor Hutchlnson, in his second 


volume, first published in 17C7, is ono of 
the last. If not the very last, who made 
use of Ibis manuscript. From that time 
nothing until recently has been heard of 
this volume. While in iko possession of 
Prince, who died in 17aS, it was deposited 
In the New England library in the lower 
ot the Old South Church, where he kept 
his 
choice historical 
treasures, 
and 


where It may have reposed at the time of 
the siege of Boston, when that church waa 
used for a riding school by the British 


In view ot a great 
deal that Is laid 


and wrliten concerning the troubles In

What la neeiled on the island is a thor- 
oughly strong and impartial government 
which shall maintain order by the prompt 
suppression ot every kind ot lawlessness 
until, br degrees, the Cretans of different 
religious Hues of bullet can realize the 
necessity of living logelher on peaceable 
terms. 
There is, however, no great reason for 


supposing that an administration of the 
Orceis in Crete would be productive of 
this imparlial and inflexible control. The 
Christian Cretans would be so manifestly 
"on top" that there would be nothing left 
for the Mohammedan Cretans to do but to 
abandon their fatherland as theoolr raeani 
of aaving their lives and those of their 
families. On this account, on the score 
simply of the welfare of the greatest num- 
ber In Crete, the action of the sir great 
powers Is entirely Justifiable, 


It is not, however, on this account that 


the great powers have intervened. They 
have done so, not so much lo prevent mis- 
rulo in Crele as to prevent the tremendous 
struggle for the spoils that would tako 
place should the Turkish empire be imme- 
diately dismembered. If little Greece can 
seize «l»n whatever part ot Turkey it 
wisnes to possess, and In so doing set tte 
great powers of Europe at defiance, then 
there is nothing to restrain the desires for 
territorial extension of the Servians. Bul- 
garians, Macedonians and a number ot oth- 
er dwellers In the old Turkish empire, who 
have for a long time past been eagerly 
waiting for the time when the weakness ot 
the sultan would give them a chance to 
demand and seizo upon what they would 
call their own. Added lo these are the 
wishes of Austria and Russia, for the 
Turkish possessions, the never entirely 
quieted belief on the part ot a great many 
of the English that England could not con- 
sent to the occupation ot Constantinople 
by Russia, and. with the doors of war thus 
thrown open, there is the possibility ot a 
contention by the side of which the liltla 
Oraeco-Cretan episode would sin!: Into ab- 
solute insignificance. 


In spite of the constant statements made 


In addresses, printed letters and newspaper 
.rticles. the six great powers are not en-

Methods of Today, 


Vermont Is in the midst of Its maple 


sugar season. The best of the harvest 
comes the first week In April, we are told, 
and this year the last week in March gave 
things a great start. The frosty nights 
and bright days with their clear northwest 
wind have been exactly right for the run- 
ning of sap of tho best quality, and the 
state has made lots of "licking good" su- 
gar. 


Sugar-making 
methods 
have 
greatly 


changed with time— and the product has 
changed as much as the methods. In Ibe 
"good old times" a tree was tapped by 
taking out a big chip with an axe. The 
chip was cut with downward etrokes at 
bottom as well as top, and In such a way 
that the sap thai oozed out of tho wood 
ran out at one corner of tho wound. Un- 
der this corner was driven the "tapping 
Iron," which was nothing but a gouge. 
This Iron was withdrawn and Into the cut 
It nmdo was driven a wooden spout, shaped 
like the gouge and sharp at one end, This 
Bpoul carried the sap out from the tree 
so that it could fall Into the trough. The 
trough was made with an axo from half 
of a log, usually of basswood and a foot 
through and two feet long, more or leaa. 
When the season ended the spout was 
taken In whllo the trough was simply 
turned over and left for liso the next year. 
Nothing was ever washed. The sap waa 
carried from tho troughs to tho boiling

ience. Ashes, leaves and coals were boiled 
with the sap, and Hie 
product 
seemed 


more like sweet tar than the maple sugar 
of today. 
Tbe kettles were after a while set In 


itone or brick "arches." and the plan of 
washing them was Introduced. 
Wooden 


buckets were siibslltutcd for Iho troughs, 
and they were also washed. It was found 
that a small wound in a tree would get 
the sap, anil small holes were- bored, Into 
which spouts were driven made from small 
sumach branches, with the pith dried out. 
These were followed by sheet Iron spouts, 
which had one end sharpened and driven 
into the bark under the bole, these by bits 
of tin pipo driven Into the bark around tho 
bole, and filially we haveironarrangemcnts 
on the plan of the sumach spouts, with 
an addition. EO that they also support the 
bucket. 
The iron kettles gave way to 


sheet Iron pans, these to galvanized iron 
pans, and now wo have "evaporators" 
made ol iron or tin, with all sorts ot elab- 
orate- contrivances.

INCREASED MONEY ORDER BUSINESS. 


Tho Increase of the country's money-or- 


der business during the Ural quarter of 
this year furnishes eicellent proof of the 
fact that money IE becoming plentiful 
again in all sections of the country. The 
New York office acts as a clearing-bouse 
for tho entire system, and from figures 
Just furnished Postmaster Dayton, It ap- 
pears that tho volume of business trans- 
acted was much greater than during the 
corresponding period last year. The roost 
noticeable feature of the reports are tlio 
great sums received from urban offices In 
other parts of tho country, which under the 
regulations ot Ihe department are obliged 
to deposit surplus funds with the authori- 
ties at this city. These remittances aggre- 
gated JS.C-03.J12 during Iho period men- 
tioned, whieh is 5105,7:9 more than last 
year. The domestic orders paid at this 
office alone numbered 655,003. calling for 
12,702,375. 
This is an increase of 26.M1 


transactions and of {12,675. The interna- 
tional money orders paid in this cily dur- 
ing the same lime numbered 1S.521, or 
1,307 more then a year ago. The difference 
In valuo amounted to $6,331 more than last 
year, when the transactions 
aggregated 


1137,206. The number of domestic money 
orders issued in this city also shows an 
increase over those purchased last year, 
though the amount involved was slightly 
lest.Fewer International orders were iisued 
at this cily than during the first quarter 
of 18%, showing that foreigners are not 
yet sending money home in as great quan- 
tities as formerly. Drafts from postmas- 
ters In other cities aggregating J3,f»iO.'JJ3, 
or J21.511 more than last year, were hon- 
ored at this office during the last three 
months. These demands are made when 
the volume of business Is so great as to 
necessitate having on hand at smaller 
centres excessive sums to meet the ordi- 
nary run of business. The deposlls made 
by the general office at the sub-treasury 
In this city lo Ihe credit of the Postmas- 
ter's general account amounted to $t!7,- 
254 In excess of last year's record, when 
more than JI.OOO.OOO was deposited. These 
funds are used largely for the payment of 
bills of exchange. Orders certified to and 
received from foreign countries amounted 
to J3562WO. The amount expended for 
the purchase of bills of exchange shows a 
falling off of 4665, 521 compared with last 
year while the sum ascribed to miscella-

keeping the dirt out. This idea is carried 
ao far that, besides all sons of cleansing 
processes, the sap is strained over and over 
again, and some tin buckets have covera 
for tlie protection of the contents..

H Is sometimes said that maple sugar 


should be counted merely as confectionery, 
but that Is not exactly true. A consider- 
able part of what goes Into market IB used 
as food on.hot "slapjacks," ami it is large- 
ly used for all cooking purposes- here in 
the slate. The crop i= certainly Important 
In a money way, but It is uncertain. No- 
body can foretell a good or bad season, 
and the reasons of good or bad seasons 
are Imperfeclly known. It 13 common to 
hear talk about snow or frozen ground as 
good or bad tor sap, but sap runs freely 
ullh Br,o\v • six feet, deep and 
with tho 


ground bare, and with the Rrounil frozen 
hard and not at"all. Dut sap is very pecu- 
liar in Us ways. It will usually stop en- 
tirely when the wind Is In the south, no 
matter how much frost there was ths 
previous night. It will stop if a storm Is 
approaching but will run during and after 
a storm It It is warm enough. As a gen- 
eral rule it must freeze nights anil thaw 
days to make sap run, but sometimes It 
will go on day and night for a week with- 
out frost and hardly stop an inslant. But 
once It stops frost seems to be necessary 
lo start it. 
Birch trees—black and yellow birch- 


give out their sap even more freely than 
maple trees, somewhat later in the season, 
and when they start running they will go 
straight on until they are. through. It it 
not easy to see why maple ireos do not 
behave in the same way—but there Is the 
fact. Maple sap stops running, as does tbe 
sap of all trees, when the leaves open, and 
It sugar is made after tho buds start it is 
likely to have a high color and strong 
lasle. The best sugar Is made early In the 
season when the weather Is frosty and the 
raw northwest wind holds the ground-just 
such a time as Vermont has had In the

TASTE IX PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The cultivation of taste and refinement in 


the public schools and the manner In 
which this is to be accomplished is a sub- 
ject which is at present engrossing the 
minds of a great many teachers and public 
educators. Time and again it has been 
contended thai the only means by which 
this may oe accomplished Is to foster and 
encourage the artistic temperament pos- 
sessed in a greater or lesser degree by 
every child. To quote Professor 
Walter 


S. Goodcnougb, director of drawing In the 
Brooklyn public scuools, we owe to art 
everything in the whole range of human 
productions which appeals to the sense of 
beau I y and tho thoughts awakened in us 
bv'beauty. To cultivate and exercise Ju- 
diciously tho artistic sense is to be a per- 
son of taste. To possess it and to culti- 
vate it In an extraordinary degree is to tie 
an artist. We are not seeking, however, 
to produce artists from among tho public 
school 
pupils, but we should certainly 


strive to cultivate good taste and refine- 
ment of thought, speech, dress, manner, 


One poirit in education must be consid- 


ered and In fact emphasized, and that is 
the imitative faculty ot children. In hab- 
it! of speech, In manners, in dress, the 
teacher is exerting a constant Influence 
over the pupil either for or against culture 
and refinement. Thus far there has been 
too much ot the dictatorial and aulhorita 


the personality of the teacher. The 


lc»cher should be a living example of neat- 
ness In person and dress, ot polileuKs and 
of noble living. 
The employment of the means lastly 


dwelt upon Is of course by far the easier 
method of the two. yet It is urged that a 
happy combination may be made of the 
two and taking into consideration that 
the material welfare of our country Is EO 
well established, there Is no reason why 
tho Idealistic, or what is much the same, 
thu artistic slate, should not be cultivated. 
Materialism and idealism, though so high- 
ly antagonistic In their Implied meaning, 
can he blended with safety, and .the re- 
sults prove a lasting blessing to future 
generations.—[New York Times. . 


THE PECULIAR OXFORD PAPER. 


Of the famous Oxford paper the London 


Daily News gives tho following curious 
and doubtless authentic history: 


Fifty-four years ago several packets of 


a fine kind of paper, with books printed 
from It, were brought home from China by 
a member of the university. The paper 
was used for the printing of a few vol- 
umes at the University Press. As the vol- 
umes were gradually distributed over the 
country, publishers, printers and book- 
sellers became Interested in the new kind 
of paper. Inquiries were made about it, 
to which the authorities of the Oxford 
Press were unable to give any answer. 
They themselves did not know In whal 
part ot China It was manufactured, nor 
how It was manufactured. They sent a 
representative to the cast to make re- 
searches, hut little or nothing came of 
them. Then they began a series of chem- 
ical analyses and 
experiments. About 


twenty years ago their analysis was suc- 
cessfully completed, and the Oxford paper, 
now known all the world over, was the 
result. It may not be the exact ditto ot 
the old Chinese substance, but it is unap- 
proacbed and unique. Ever since the In- 
vention printers' and publishers' spies 
from all parls of the world have been 
prowling about the Oxford and London 
offices of the University Press. "Why," 
asked a visitor, the other day, ot Mr. 
Frowde, "don't they analyze your paper 
and find you out, as you did. with the 
Chinaman 1" To which the answer was: 
"A diamond Is simply pure carbon. I'll 
give you as much carbon as you like If 
you will maks a diamond ot it. The after- 
preparation—that's the secret; and the 
secret of this paper Is known only to three 
men," which sounds conclusive.

00RIOUS OLOOKS. 


Interesting 
Specimens 
of 
Timepieces 


Which Have Been Made. 


The origin of the clock Is unknown, 


but such timepieces were known In Italy 
as early as the tenth 
century. 
Some 


think'they were first invented by the Sara- 
cens. From that time many elaborate and 
whimsical designs were constructed, and 
those which were skillfully and wonder- 
fully made brought fabulous prices. An 
old Italian soldier, who served prior to 
16S9, constructed one of the most curious 
of these. By its mechanism the figure of 
a tortoise was made to drop into a plate 
of water, having the bouts marked on Us 
rim. The figure would float around and 
stop at the proper hour,- telling the time 
like p'a learned pig." A lizard also -a-as 
made in the same time-keeper to ascend 
a pillar on which the hours were marked 
and point out tho time aa It advanced. A 
mouse did the same thing by creeping 
along an hour-marked cornice. The figure 
of a golden cock that Happed Us wings 
twice with the approach of the hours and 
crowed twice was also a popular favorite 
for ancient timekeepers. 


Of the various specimens that might be 


given of early designs of the clockmakera' 
art not the least Interesting are the sev- 
eral types of lamp clocks. One ot these was 
ol a kind quite common in the seventeenth 
century, and consisted of a. lamp burner 
placed at the base of a glass oil receptacle 
mounted vertically upon a suitable stand- 
ard. The oil reservoir had attached to H a 
•calc, facing the burner and showing the 
hours, beginning al 4 o'clock In tho after- 
noon, at which time the lamp was lo be 
lighted In winter, and ending at 1 o'clock 
in the morning. The lamp being lishted, 
the gradually descending level of oil, as 
combustion proceeded, marked the hours. 
Another device—of later origin,datingback 
to the beginning of the present century- 
utilized the same principle. It consisted of 
two communicating oil chambers, super- 
posed by a clock dial. In one of the cham- 
bers was placed a night lamp to illuminate 
this dial, and in the other was suspended a 
float from a cord which passed around a 
small pulley. The latter was mounted on'a 
horizontal axis ending In the center of the 
dial. The float, of coarse, descended as the 
oil was consumed, and carried the infl.es 
hand along with It, thus marking the hours 
precisely as In the case already cited. At 
their best, these timepieces could have 
had only an Indifferent degree of accu- 
racy, yet they probably served their pur- 
pose well, and certainly are interesting at 
the present time as Illustrating Eome of 
the expedients adopted by mechanicians 
of an earlier period.—[Commercial Adver- 
tiser.
